In Memsry of Henry Matthew Burns 


It is with feelings of deep sorrow and pro- 
found grief that we chronicle the death of 
him whose name heads hisarticle. Our ac- 
queintance with him commenced in 1868, 
at the March term of the Superior Court 
of Greene county for that year- After that 
we knew him well and intimately, and as 
true friends only know each other. He was 
then a little over twenty-three years of age. 
His general bearing, however, with a pecu- 
liar reserve as well as the great good sense 
modestly expressed whenever he as- 
sumed to give any opinion on any subject 
of conversation, not only won our esteem, 
but impressed us with the assurance that he 
was @ young man of geruine talent, large 
capability, snl of rare promise. Our ac: 
quaintance soon ripened into the closest 
friendship. We learned that he had been 
a poor boy, but of most respectable parent- 
age. His education did not extend beyond 
the rudiments of the English language. He 
was about entering life without any fixed 
desiga as to what course or vocation he should 
pursue in it. [lis inclinations were to the 
law, or journalism, or perhays both combined ; 
as he knew something of the printing busi- 
ness, in @ practical way,from his having 
learned to set type at an earlier period. 

In about a month after this we learred that 
he had invested his all in the purchase of the 
Greensboro Herald, a weekly newspaper 
then published in that place. At that time 
the Herald wis hardly known out of the 
county of Greene. The little cash he had, 
with the extension of his credit to the 
amount of a few hundred dollars, gave him 
the control of this paper, with its precarious 
income, as the only prospect of immediate 
livelihood. In right good earnest he went 
to work with that kind of a will which sel- 
dom fails} of success. New vigor soon ap- 
peared io the Herald office. The new editor, 
one apprentice and a foreman did everything 
in bringing out a seven-column weekly isssue 
abounding with interesting reading matter, 
selected and original. 

By incessant toil, night and day, and by 
his good taste in selections, as well as by the 
vigor of his own manly editorials, the list of 
subscribers was soon increased; and, by the 
enlarged income, the establishment, at an 
early day, was his own without any debt 
hanging over it. The office was literally his 
dwelling place. In it he lived and slept, and 
in it was always to be found, except during 
the brief intervals required for his going to a 
neighboring boarding house for his meals 
each day. Every moment he could spare 
from sctlivg type, correcting proof, 
making sclectiors, and directing 
papers, was devoted ‘o reading and 
the acquisition of useful knowledge. His 
first great object, after getting out of debt, 
was the procurement of a library. To this 
end all his surplus means were applied. The 
principle upon which he acted, when he was 
once properly on foot, was to “ pay as you 
go.’ In filling his shelves with books, he 
sought mainly for the choicest of the Eng- 
lish classics, and the ablest English and 
American writers, as well as the ablest 
writings in all languages, translated into 
English, upon the nature and science of gov- 
ernment. : 

In politics, from his reading and study, Mr. 
Barns became a thorough “Jeffersonian Dem- 
ocrat,” and one of the “siraightest”’ of the 
“sect.” He was thoroughly devoted to the 
Union of the States, on the principles upon 
which it was founded; but a more decided 
and determined opposer o‘ the usurpations 
of Federal legislation in the matter of Re- 
construction was not to ve found on the con 
tinent. Heuce, in 1871, when the idea of the 
‘new departure,” so-called, was first given 
out by certain leaders of the Democraey, 
under the guileful persuasion that it was es- 
sential to the success of the party that they 
should give their sanction to these most 
iniquitous wrongs, he was amongst the first, 
the foremost, and boldest denouncers of the 
“folly,” or “treachery,” of the movement. 
It was now that his genius began to develop 
its full power and brilliancy. The editorials 
of the Greensboro Herald at this time had a 
circulation as wide as the Union. By repub- 
lication in-other papers, with due credit, they 
were read from Maine to California. To his 
faith he stood firmly to the last, and it was 
amongst the last of his earthly consolations 
in his dying hour, to feel assured of the cor- 
rectness of his views and policy, as evidenced 
by the result of the late election in Ohio. 

It was in the early part of the year 1872 
that Mr. Burns made a visit to some friends 
in Alabama, when, by an exposure to a rain 


ming,on horseback, a swollen stream, and 
being under the necessity of spending the 
night without a change of clothes, he con- 
tracted a violent cold which fell upon his 
lungs,, from which he never recovered, and 
which ultimately terminated in that fe)! 
disease by which he has been so prematurely 
taken off. 

He was physically unable to do more in 
the political contest of 1872 than occasionally 
to utter a few words through the columns of 
the Herald, urging the “Straight-Outs” “never 
to lower their flag,” and “never to abandon 
their principles,” 

In the fall of 1872, being admonished, not 
only by his own conscious condition, but by 
the best medical counsel he could obtain, 
that there was no hope of his recovery, or 
that he should ever again be able to resume 
his editorial duties, he, with emotions that 
language could not utter, made up his mind 
to part with the Herald. This he did by sell- 
ing it to the present proprietor, who has since 
eo well sustained its established reputation. 
To Mr. Burns it had been a source of consid- 
erable income, as well as the means through 
which he had gained extensive distinction. 
In a little over four years he had, by his un- 
remitting energy, built np the Greenesboro 
Heraid until it was justly regarded as one of 
the leading weekly newspapers ia the State, 
and had laid up for himself, from its 
about four thousand dollars in cash. The 
indications at the time of his retirement from 
the editorial chair were that his life could 
not be prolonged beyond a few months. 
While his thoughts and affections were’ 
knitted to Greensboro and the friends around 
the home of his adoption, yet le 
wished to visit once more the seenes of hig 


Alabama. Uhis visit he made, re: 
there during the winter, and in the early 
summer set out on his retura to Georgis. On

Mr. Burns was not only a firm believer in 
the doctrines of Christianity, but was a 
most exemplary member of the Baptist 
Church. When he became so coinected we 
do not know, as it was before our acquain- 
tance with him. He was al:o an active 
leader in the Sunday school at Greensboro. 
In none of his many visits to “Liberty Hall,” 
which were usually in the latter part of the 
week, after the Thursday’s issue of the 
Herald was mailed, could we ever get him 
toremain over Sunday, as he said he must 
be with the “Bible class” under his charge on 
that day. 

In stature Mr. Burns was tal), well pro- 
portioned, and apparently robust. So far as 
manly physique was concerned, few men pre- 
sented a better development, and up to 1871 
he would have been, perhaps, the last of any 
thousand to be met with, that an ordinary 
eye would have selected 4s one likely become 
the victim of consumption! And yet hedid 
so become! This most promising genius has 
been thus stricken down before reaching the 
Sull prime of manhood, and just as he was 
entering the portals of that theater upon 
whicn it seemed he was to achieve so much 
just distinction and true fame. With an in- 
flexibility of principle that nothing could 
gwerve, and an integrity of purpose that 
nothing could cause to waver for a moment, 
what a bright future was before him had 
his life been spared ! 

From all we have learned of Mr. Burns, 
partly from conversations with himself and 
partly from other sources, we believe the fo)- 
lowing to be some of the most important as 
well as leading facts suited for this brief 
chronicle and sketch of his life and career. 
He was born the 22d of December, 1844, 
in Chambers county, Alabama, and was the 
son of Darius and Cynthia Burns, of that 
county. He had but little schooling in his 
boyhood days. When the war broke out in 
1861, he volunteered (9th of May), and be- 
came a member of Company D, of the 14th 
Alabama Regiment. He was then a little 
over sixteen years of age. He remained in 
the service and fought most gallantly on 
many a bloody field until the surrender of 
Lee’s army at Appomattox Court-house, in 
April, 1865. He entered as a private and 
came out in ccmmand of the company, with 
the commission of First Lieutenant. 

When he quit the “field of war’ he went 
to another “field” of a different sort. The 
remainder of 1865 he worked on afarm. In 
1866 he went toschool in Dadeville, Alabama, 
where he was under the tuition of that emi- 
inent instructor, F. M. Sutton. The year 
1867 he taught a schoo! himself in Randolph 
county, Alabama. At the close of this year, 
with its net earnings, he made his way into 
Georgia, seeking a place of permanent abode. 
It was while he was so looking about for'a 
location we met with him at Greensboro, in 
March, 1868, as stated. 

This is but a brief outline of the brief 
career of one whose untimely death we do 
most sincerely lament. His remains, accord- 
ing to his request, were borne to Greenesboro 
fur interment, where they were consigned to 
the tombs with Masonic honors on Sunday 
ast. Most dearly was he attached to 
Greecesboro and the friends he had made 
there, and most dearly were they attached to 
him. Long will his grave be strewn with 
flowers by the hands of loved ones, and never 
will his memory cease to be fondly cherished 
and honored by those who knew him best.
